Spicer then resided abo ut ten 
m iles away . 
He went to H argis’s res 
idence, w here he fo und Judge Hargis, 
Edw ard Callahan, Elbert H argis. Jo hn 
Smith, Jo hn Abner and Jesse Spicer. 
The killing o f Co x was discussed. 
Judge H argis, acco rding to the w it­ 
ness. said that Co x was a dangero us 
men and was the cause o f the killing 
o f his bro ther, Benjam in H argis. 
He 
said th at Co x m ust be killed o r he j 
wo uld destro y all the H argises. 
H ar­ 
gis then to ld Jo hn Abner. Jo hn Smith 
and Asbury Spicer th at if they wo uld 
kill Co x he wo uld give them $100 each 
They agreed and after discussing the 
details o f the plo t alK)ut a week it was 
decided that Co x be sho t fro m the 
shed near the H argis residence o n 
th e night o f April 13. 
A bner Smith, 
Asbury Spicer, Jesse Spicer and El­ 
bert H argis went to the shed at the 
appo inted tim e and there Elbert H ar­ 
gis and Jesse Spicer furnished guns 
to the o ther th ree men and 
went 
away . 
Spicer said that he had do zed 
o fT half asleep when he heard a sho t. 
He lo o ked up and saw that Smith had 
just sho t Co x and A bner Smith was 
sho o ting at rando m. 
Spicer said that he did no t him self 
fire a sho t. 
At this po int he was ad­ 
mo nished by Jhe co urt that he need 
no t incrim inate him self. 
Co ntinuing 
he said he heard Co x say “Oh Lo rd, 
have m ercy o n me,” then all the men 
left, go ing to th e rear y ard o f Judge 
H argis's residence, w here they left 
th eir guns. 
They then cro ssed the 
river and went ho me. 
Spicer said he 
saw H argis and BUI Britto n in the 
H argis y ard after the killing. 
Two 
weeks later H argis gave him $100 and 
a co w. 
C urtis Je tt was the next w itress and 
he gave substantially the sam e testi­ 
mo ny as in his previo us co nfessio n.

W ashington, Ju ne 14.—A m eat in­ 
sp ection p rov ision has been com p leted 
by the hou se com m ittee on agricu l­ 
tu re. which it is declared by the com­ 
m ittee 
will 
insu re 
th at 
Am erican 
m eats and m eat p rodu cts are health­ 
fu l, clean and In ev ery resp ect whole­ 
some and fit for food. 
T he im p ortant featu res of the leg­ 
islation are that it p laces the cost of 
the insp ection u p on the gov ernm ent 
and m akes an annu al au tom atic ap p ro­ 
p riation of $2.000,000 to p ay the ex ­ 
p ense. It requ ires a rigid p ostm ortem 
and ante-m ortem insp ection of all ani­ 
m als killed for food. 
It requ ires a 
gov ernm ent label as a p assp ort for all 
m eat and m eat p rodu cts which enter 
interstate commerce, and In addition 
to this label, a certificate of p u rity to 
the carrier and to the secretary of 
agricu ltu re for su ch p rodu cts which 
enter foreign commerce. 
To secu re this label the p rodu ct 
m u st be handled In accordance with 
sanitary regu lations to be p rescribed 
by the secretary of agricu ltu re, who 
Is au thorized to emp loy w ithou t re­ 
gard to the civ il serv ice law, for the 
first y ear, an adequ ate corp s of effi­ 
cient insp ectors to su p erv ise the en­ 
forcem ent of his regu lations. 
It p ro­ 
hibits the u se of p reserv ativ es or 
chem icals in the p rep aration of m eat 
foods which are deleteriou s to health 
and leav es the m atter of determ ining 
this qu estion to the secretary of agri­ 
cu ltu re. 
The label on the p rodu ct is 
to indicate the ingredients, bu t the 
date of m anu factu re is not requ ired to 
be stated. 
The sanitary requ irem ents which 
the secretary is to p rescribe m u st in­ 
su re com p lete sanitation as to ail 
bu ildings, w hether slau ghter hou ses 
or canning establishm ents. 
T here are 
many p enalty clau ses attaching to v io­ 
lations of all these p rov isions. 
The 
common carrier is su bject to a heav y 
p enalty if he accep s for transp o rta­ 
tion any goods not bearing the gov ­ 
ernm ent label, or in case of foreign 
ship m ents, in addition to the label, 
not accom p anied by the requ ired cer­ 
tificate. 
The p ackers are su bject to 
a heav y p enalty for false labeling as 
to contents of p ackages. Trade nam es 
are to be allowed in some cases in 
the discretion of the secretary , bu t in 
all cases the contents of the p acking 
m u st be stated. 
The v iolation of any of the p rov i­ 
sions of the regu lations is made a 
m isdem eanor p u nishable by a fine not 
to ex ceed $10,000 or im p risonm ent not 
to ex ceed two y ears. 
T here is a sp e­ 
cial p enalty against the bribery of in­ 
sp ectors. 
being 
im p risonm ent 
from 
one to three y ears and a fine of from 
$1.000 to $10,000 for offering a bribe 
and the sam e p u nishm ent for the ac­ 
cep tance of a bribe on the p art of the 
insp ectors. 
Farm ers and sm all bu tch­ 
ers are ex cep ted from the op eration of 
the regu lations.

If the im p ortance of correcting ey e 
defects at an early age was m ore gen­ 
erally recognized by p arents au d teach­ 
ers, we w ou ld hear m nch less of the 
harm fu l influ ences of ou r schools on 
the ey esight of children. 
M any p a r­ 
ents thou gh interested in th e w elfare 
of th eir children in all other resp ects 
neglect this most im p ortant du ty , or 
object to them 
w earing glasses on 
sentim ental grou nds, not ap p reciating 
the fact th at a large nu m ber who are 
not u p to the av erage in the class or 
who su ffer from ear sickness, weak 
digestion, St. V itu s dance, ep ilep sy , 
headache and 
p hy sical 
breakdow n 
owe th eir ill« to some ey e defect. 
If 
a child attem p ted to take a book from 
a shelf too high for it to reach, a step 
w ou ld be su p p lied w hereby he cou ld 
reach it w ith lease. 
Then why , if a 
ch ild 's v ision is short, shou ld there 
be any objection to su p p ly ing a step 
by w hich he can see? Shou ld there be 
an objection 
to p rov iding 
a glass 
w hich w ill do the ex tra wTork—instead 
of the m u scles of the ey es—thu s fav or­ 
ably influ encing p hy sical and m ental 
dev elop m ent? 
The m u scles of the arm m anip u late 
bone, bnt the ey e m u scles are so re ­ 
lated to the brain th a t ey e tsrain Is 
mu scle fatigu e, also nerv ou s ex hau stion 
and its p ersistence w ill resu lt in ml 
told ills to the body and m ind. 
The correction of refractiv e errors 
early 
in life w ill not only p rev ent 
disease, bu t by fav orably influ encing 
p hy sical and m ental dev elop m ent w ill 
side track inherited tendencies. 
It is 
a w ell p rov en fact th a t m any nerv ons 
wrecks who are su p p osed to be inv alids 
from inherited cau ses, hav e inherited 
only defectiv e ev es, w hich like those 
of th eir p arents hav e not been correct 
ed. 
T here are three resu lts of ey e strain : 
The mu scles 
may fag and p rodu ce 
p oor v ision. 
If the v igor of the ey e 
stru ctu re is rednced and the book con 
stantly held too close to the ev es, the 
ey e w all w ill 
stretch and 
p rodu ce 
near-sight, or it m ay resu lt in irrita 
tion. a sense of fatigu e of the ey es, 
a feeling as. of sand in the ey es, p ain 
in the tem p les, brow ache, p ecu liar 
or m m atnral 
a ttitu d e of the head, 
w rinkles of forehead or general head­ 
ache. 
T here are m any headaches du e 
directly toT he'disorders of the accom 
m odativ e ap p aratu s of the ey es, in 
which brain sy m p tom s are often the 
most 
im p ortant and som etim es the 
sole effect of sy e trou bles, so th at 
w hile there mgy be no p ain or sense of 
fatigu e in the ey es „the strain w ith 
w hich thev are nsed m ay be interp re­ 
ted solely by occip ital or fro ntal p ain, 
p ain on top of the head or along the 
sp ine : if the strain be long continu ed, 
it m ay be the u nsu sp ected cau se of 
p ecu liar sensations in the head, v e rti­ 
go. nau sea, dy sp ep sia, chorea, insom ­ 
nia ep ilep sy , hy steria, nerv ou s p ros­ 
tratio n. insanity and general failu re 
of health. 
These are not 
highsp u n theories, 
bu t know ledge gained from enlig h ten­ 
ed ex p erience. 
The relatio n betw een 
ey estrain and nerv ons diseases 
18 a 
cau se and effect too well established 
to p u rsu it of any fu rth e r discu ssion 
in the m edical p rofession; bu t it can 
not be tco w idely dissem inated am ong 
teachers and p arents.
